WHY BUY A POPPY? 

The local Veterans of Foreign Wars, Sequoit 
Post 4551 and its auxiliary, will be on the" streets 
this Saturday asking citizens to buy and wear a 
"Buddy Poppy".

, The public aid rolls in Illi- 
nois declined in April by a 
total' or 4,1100 persons. Har- 
old O. Swank, director of the 
Illinois Department of Public 
Aid, reported today that 
there were reductions in the 
Aid to Dependent Children, 
Old Age Assistance. Mind As- 
sistance and General Assist- 
ance , rolls, and a small In- 
crease in the number of per- 
sons on Disability Assistance. 

In Lake County, 2,012 per- 
sons received a total of $135, : 
504 in all assistance pro- 
grams in April. 

411 persons received a 
total of $32,314 in old age as-

THE GOLF GRIP 

There . are three major 
grips that' are used today, 
the overlap, inner-lock and 
the baseball grip. 

Naturally everyone's hands 
arc not shaped tho same way 
and so this is the reason for 
the different grips. You 
should experiment a little 
and then choose the grip that 
is most suitable for your par- 
ticular hands. Practice plac- 
ing your fingers on the club 
properly several times each 
day. 

I prefer the over-lapping 
grip and I know that the nm- 
jorlty of the playing profes- 
sionals are using this grip to- 
day. 

hi this grip, the little finger 
of the right hand overlaps 
the first finger of the left 
hand. The V formed by the 
thumb and first finger of the 
left hand points in the direc- 
tion of your right shoulder. 
The V formed by the thumb 
and forefinger of your right 
hand should point to your 
face. 

Tho club should be placed 
more hi the fingers, rather 
than in the palms of the 
hands, and the fingers and 
hands -should be fitted to- 
gether as snugly as possible 
to help them to work together 
as one unit. 

The club should be held 
firmly, but not too 'tight. One 
way to test the 'pressure on 
your grip is while you are 
waggling the club in your 
hands. The wrists stioutd be 
slightly - supple and you 
should be able to foot most 
of the weight in tl)e club 
head.

THE GOLF GRIP 
There are three major 
grips that are used today, 
the overlap, inner-lock ami 
the baseball grip. 

Naturally everyone's hands 
ore -not shaped tbo same- way 
and so this Is the reason for. 
the different grips. You 
should experiment a little 
and then choose the grip that 
Is most suitable for your par- 
ticular hands. Practice plac- 
ing your fingers on "the club 
properly several times each 
day. 

I prefer the over-lapping 
grip and I know that the ma- 
jority of the playing profes- 
sionals are using this grip to- 
day. 

In this grip, the little finger 
of the right hand overlaps 
the first finger of the left 
hand. The' V formed by the 
thumb and first finger of the 
left hand points in the direc- 
tion of your right shoulder. 
The V formed by the thumb 
ami forefinger of. your right 
hand should point to your 
face. 

The club should be placed 
more in the fingers, rather 
than in the palms of the 
hands, ami the fingers and 
hands should be fitted to- 
gether as snugly as possible 
to help them to work together 
as one unit. 

The club should he held 
firmly, but not too tight. One 
way to test the pressure on 
your grip is while you are 
waggling the club in your 
hands, The wrists should he 
slightly supple and ydti 
should be able to feel most 
of the weight in the club 
head.
